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Board of Education, for gross misconduct or official peculation. 
Though no case has come to my immediate attention, itis hardly 
possible, among the nearly two thousand persons holding tbese posi- 
tions, not to have some case requiring attention. The removal of a 
secretary should be left in the hands of the Board that appointed 
him; the removal of & member of the Board of Edueation to the 
County Superintendent; and the removal of the County Superinten- 
dent and members of the Board of Examiners to the Presidents of the 
Boards of Education, subject to the approval of the State Superinten- 
dent. 


| VACANCIES, 


Provision should be made for filling a vacancy in the office of mem- 
ber of the Board of Examiners. This power should be placed in the 
hands of the presidents of the Boards of Education or the State Su- 
perindent. : 


GRADED INSTRUCTION. 


There is a great lack of uniformity in the methods of instruction, 
tbe degree of proficiency attained, the time at which the several 
branches of study prescribed by law are taken up, and thé length of 
time given to each, in our publicschools. The first may be in a large 
measure corrected by means of the institutes and other agencies. The 
others should be provided for by placing the power in the hands of 
a State Board, created for the purpose, or in the hands of the State 
Superintendent, to prescribe a course of study for our public schools, 
fixing the time the different branches shall be taken up and the length 
of time each shall be pursued. Such à course would be necessarily 
flexible until it could be properly adjusted to the actual wants of the 
different sections of the State. To this should be added a system of 
graduation from the public schools, which should mean the same 
thing in every county in the State. That such a step should be taken 
at this time I bave no doubt. There are numerous and urgent rea- 
sons for it, as well as striking examples of its success in our own sad 
other States. 


UNIFORMITY OF EXAMINATIONS, 
A system of uniform examination of teachers seems to be one of the 


desirable points to be attained in a State system of schools. To begin 
this work, I recommend that a State Board of Education, or the State 


‘Superintendent, be authorized to prescribe uniform rules for conduct- 


ing teachers' examinations and valuing the answers to the questions 
asked the teachers. Also, a provision that any teacher aggrieved by 
the action of the county examining board in fixing the grade of cer- 
tificate, shall have the right to appeal to the State Board, or State Su- 
perintendent, if no State Board is created, whereupon it shall be the 
duty of the County Board of Examiners to transmit the questions and 
answers with the grading made upon each answer, with such other 
facts a8 they may deem proper to the State Board or Superintendent, 
who shall carefully examine the papers in the case, and make such 
eorrections in the grading of the County Board as may appear proper, 
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and return the result of the examination to the County Board, with 
an order directing it to make the corrections in the"grade of the cer- 
~ tificate, raising or lowering it as the case may be. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


The increase in the duties and compensation of.county superintend- 
ents, made by the last Legislature was a wise move, and the good re- 
sults are already apparent in the number and frequency of educa- 
tional meetings in many of the counties of the State. The pay is not 
yet commensurate with the present duties imposed by law, nor are 
the powers aud duties of this office sufficiently defined, nor its field of 
operations yet wide enough. Provision should be made that the bal- 
ance of fees, after paying the per diem of members of the board of 
examiners, and the public notice of examinations, be retained by the 
county superintendent as a fund for postage and stationery for bis 
office. The amount is small, and by the time it roaches the different 
district boards it is a trifle that may often be overlooked. 

: 


TEACHERS’ CERTIFICATES. 


Considerable complaint has been made of the provision in the new 
school law requiring all persons, whether heretofore exempted or not, 
to pass the annual county examination before they shall be employed 
a8 teachers in the public schools of the state. The wisdom of fre- 
quent and rigid examinations is not questioned, but should there not 
be a difference in the frequency this task isimposed? The object of 
teachers’ examinations is to ascertain as near as may be the degree 
of competency of the teacher to serve the state. 

Many persons. from their long professional standing, high moral 
character and scholarly attainments, are recognized as first grade 
teachers, and it is not deemed necessary to subject them to the fre- 
quent tests that may be imposed on inexperienced persons who wish 
to teach. To adjust this matter so as to deal fairly with all and at 
the same time prevent incompetent persons from imposing them- 
selves for life upon the teachers’ profession and the public as first 
grade teachers, the following planis suggested: Restore to those 
holding professional certificates and Normal or West Virginia Uni- 
versity diplomas the right to teach without furtber examination for 
five years from the date of their last No. 1 certificate granted by a 
county board of examiners; at the end of which time, and at the 
end of each succeeding five years holders of such certificates or di- 
plomas shall be required to pass the regular county examination. In 
case any of these have failed or hereafter fail to obtain a No. 1 cer- 
tificate, the exemption from examination shall be suspended until the 
applicant succeeds in obtaining a No. 1 certificate. And, also, per- 
sons holding three or more No. 1 certificates in annual succession in 
the same county, shall be licensed to teach in that county without 
further fee or examination for three years from the date of their 
last No. 1 certificate, at the end of which time and every three years 
thereafter, such persons shall be required to pass the regular county 
examination. In case of failure to obtain a No. 1 certificate, further 
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exemption &hall be suspended until such No. 1 certificate is obtained. 
Fees for these five years and three years certificates to be the same 
as in other cases. 

This plan is not without objection but would be perhaps as.praoti- 
cal in its operation and as just in its discriminations as any that may 


be proposed. 


SUPERINTENDENTS’ CONVENTION, 


An association of this character meeting annually would be of great 
advantage to the schools, as it would tend to bring up those who may 
be behind in their methods, and substantial uniformity in the man- 
agement of the schools would result, But unless some provision is 
made for traveling expenses it is hardly possible to induce officers 
receiving from $150.00 to $300.00 per year to travel any great dis- 
tance to attend such meetings. In some of the States such meetings 
are provided for, and mileage allowed as in case of members of the 
Legislature. A provision of this character in the law would insure 
the attendance of our superintendents.  - 


INSTITUTES. 


The amendment reported by the Revisory Committee striking out 
of section 80, school law, the words, “they shall be held during the 
months of May and June," is commended and the following addi- 
tional changes suggested: The appropriation should be increased 
from $500 to $1,000, as the general agent of the Peabody Educational 
Fund does not seem willing to aid our county institutes to the extent 
he has heretofore. 

If the suggestion of exempting certain classes of teachers from fur- 
ther examiniution for certain periods is adopted, there should be a 
provision requiring these persons so exempted to attend the county 
institutes, as the present requirements would not reach them. 

There was much complaint about the compulsory provision of the 
institute law when it became known. But my observation among 
six or seven hundred teachers of the State during the year at insti- 
tutes, convinced me that the law was good and should be.continued 
in force with the modifications aboye suggested. The teachers, as a 
generalrule, are willing and anxious to attend the institutes if the 
instructors appointed have the reputation of being able to teach 
teachers. “Furnish competent instructors,” they say, “and we will 
attend." The very large attendance at the institutes (nearly all the 
teachers of the State, as will be seon by the statistical report) will 
satisfy the most stubborn opponent that the law was well observed 
by the teachers. - 

The enthusiasm and very generally healthy condition of school af- 
fairs in the State is largely attributable to these large gatherings of 
teachers in every county of the State. Most of the teachers are young 
men and women, and, if to their naturally buoyant spirits we add the 
glow of the heart consecrated to the cause of education, no bounds or 
limit may be sot to this power for good, if properly directed. There 
is no class of our people so poorly paid as the teachers, nor any 
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class upon whom graver and more significant responsibilities rest. 
The State is therefore justified in making adequate provision for the 
improvement of its teachers, and in seeing that none but those 
prepared to assume such responsibilities are admitted as teachers. 
But when such service is rendered, as the State has a right to demand, 
it should be liberally paid for. 


DISTRIOT INSTITUTES, 


Four of these were held during the year, one at Parkersburg, be- 
ginning June 25th; one at Fairmont, July 4th; one at-Charlestown, 
July 18th; and one at Lewisburg, July 25th. The latter was held in 
connection with the county institute. They each continued five days. 
These institutes were condacted under my personal supervision by 
Prof E. V. DeGraff, of Patterson, N. J., and Prof. J. J. Ladd, of 
Staunton, Va, 'The entire expenses, except janitors' fees, were paid 
by the direction of the general agent of the Peabody Educational Fund 
out of West Virginia's share of that fund. All agree that these were 
the most successful institutes ever held in the State. Attention is 
called to the statistical report showing the extraordinary enrollment. 
The newspapers of each of the communities in which the meetings 
were held; l believe, contained editorials approving the work and 
commending the law which produced such results and all concerned. 
The instructors were all that could be desired. As was well express- 
ed by a gentleman in Charleston, “they (in their instructions) com- 
bined the solid attainments of the past with the best approved appli- 
ances of the present.” 


A gratifying incident of each of the meetings was the large num-: 


ber of the substantial citizens of the communities where the institutes 
occcurred who attended them. A prominent object is made of all 
these educational meetings to induce the parents to attend them, so 
as to induce co-operation between teacher and parent in the work of 
training the child to be a good citizen. 


THE WHEELING INSTITUTE. 


I place this meeting under a different heading, as it occurred but a 
few weeks ago, or after the Institute season was over. The expenses 
of this meeting were paid from the Peabody Fund. In connection 
with this Institute a Convention of County and City Superintendents 
called by me after consultation with the superintendents was held to 
consider their duties and receive instruction as to how to perform 
them. This meeting was by the kindness of your Excellency held 
in the Hall of the House of Delegates at the Capitol in this city. The 
instructors were among the most prominent men in the country in 
edueational affairs. Prof. E. V. DeGraff, Superintendent of the Pat- 
erson Schools, New Jersey; Hon. James H. Smart, ex-State Superin- 
tendent of Indiana; Hon. J. J. Burns, ex-State Commissioner of 
Schools, Ohio; John B. Peasle, Ph. D., Superintendent Cincinnati 
Schools, and Prof. A, L. Wade, ex-Superintendent Monongalia county, 
W. Va. With this array of experienced and talented men the meet- 
ing could not fail to be of greatimportance. The teachers and super- 
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intendents responded to the invitation to attend very generously 
thorgh many of them had to close their schools to do so. The Board 
of Education of the City of Wheeling closed the schools of the city to 
give the teachers an opportunity to attend, and they availed them- 
selves of it unanimously 1 believe. The whole number enrolled at 
the meeting was two hundred and fifty, the largest enrollment ever 
attained in the State.

Many of the principals and teachers of prominent publie and pri- 
vate schools were present. Mise M. L. Dickey, Principal of the State 
Normal School at Fairmont, and Maj. James M. Lee, of the Faculty 
of the State University, were also present. The meeting begun No- 
vember 23d at 9 a. M., and closed November 26th at 3 p.m. The 
Thanksgiving Proclamation issued by yourself was observed as 
recommended. The work of the Institute being suspended at 10:30 
A. M. Thursday the 24th, while an appropriate sermon was delivered 
by Rev. Mr. Mulford, of the First Baptist Church of this city. At 
2 P. M. work was resumed, The newspapers in the city and through- 
out the State have commented very favorably upon this meeting. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


Difficulties have arisen in some parts of the State in regard to the 
new revised edition of MeGuffey's Eclectic Readers, recently published 
by Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio. A contract was 
made with this firm July lst, 1879, for supplying “McGuffey’s New 
Eclectic Readers" (the books then in use in the schools) to the 
publie schools of the State for five years at certain prices. Sample 
copies of these books were filed in this office by the publishers. At- 
ter this time the firm published whatis called “McGuffey Eclectic 
Readers, Revised Edition." Many changes are introduced in this 
new work; so many, indeed, that it cannot be used with the old books 
in the same classes. Strange to say, the school law prescribing Me- 
Guffey's Readers in 1872-3 uses the words “New Revised" in describ- 
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ing them. The school law, as re-enacted last winter, uses the same 
words The revised edition above referred to was placed on the mar- 
ket about the time the new school law was published, and mauy per- 
sons were led to believe there had been a change in the law so as to 
allow the introduction of the new books. In some schools the new 
books were purchased, No change can be made in the text books as 
long as the contract is in force. It has been suggested that the law 
should be allowed to stand as it is, and permission be given such lo- 
calities as desire it to introduce the new books., 


SCHOOL JOURNAL. 


The publication of the “West Virginia School Journal" was lately 
begun at this eity by several gentlement connected with the public 
schools. I have regarded this enterprise with favor, and have aided 
it all I could. I have published in its columns such announcements 
and decisions a8 bave been made by me since its first appearance. I 
quote section 66/of the school law to indicate my purpose in this, aad 
to warrant the recommendation that follows: “It shall be the duty 
of the State Superintendent to aim at perfecting the system of free 
schools as established in the State; and for this purpose it sball be his 
duty to correspond with educators and school officers abroad, to ac- 
quaint himself with the various systems of free schools established in 
other States and countries, collate the results as exhibited in the re- 
ports of their several Superintendents, and to use all efforts necessary 
to enable him to render available the combined results of the experi- 
ence of other communities with his own experience and observation. 
He shall acquaint himself intimately with the peculiar educational 
wants of each section of the State, and shall take all proper means to 
supply them, so that the schools shall be as nearly ns possible equal 
and uniform in grade throughout the State. He sball acquaint him- 
- self with the different systems and methods of instructions which 
may be introduced among educators, and shall explain and recom- 
mend such ds experience and sound principles of education may have 
demonstrated to be valuable; and it shall be his duty to endeavor to 
render available to the people of this State all such improvements in 
the system offree schools and the methods of instruction, as may 
have been tested aud proved by the experience of other commu- 
nities.” 

The following has been the law of the State of Pennsylvania 
since 1855. l 

“That the Pennsylvania School Journal shall be recognized as the 
official organ of the Deparimeut of Common Schools of this Com- 
monwealth, in which the current decisions made by tbe Superintend- © 
ent of Common Schools shall be published free of charge, together 
with all official circulars and such other letters of explanation and in- 
struction as he may find it necessary or advisable to issue from time 
to time, including his annual report; and the Superintendent is 
hereby authorized to subscribe for one copy of said School Journal, to 
be sent to each board of school directors in the State, for public use, 
and charge the cost thereof to the contingentexpenses of tbe Depart- 
ment oí Common Schools.” 
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A similar provision should be inserted in our law if we are to suc- 
ceed in getting our school system to work with any degree of uni- 
formity. The annual cost to this office of postage, printing and sta- 
tionery that would be saved if this Journal was placed in the hands 
of every school officer in the State would about pay the publishers 
for the number of copies necessary to supply them. 


GENERAL SOHOOL FUND. 


The amount of this fund distributed this year was much less than 
last year. This was caused by the change in the time of the distri- 
bution from September 10th to June 10th. "The receipts by the Aud- 
itor of but nine months instead of twelve months were distributed. 
The interest accrued on the School Fund temporarily loaned the 
State was promptly paid as directed by the Legislaturein chapter 87, 
Acts 1881, and distributed with the General School Fund. 


FISOAL YEAR. 


The change in the law fixing the 30th of June instead of the 81st 
of August as the close of the school year caused some inconvenience 
the current year, but the manifest advantages to be derived from it 
will make the change popular hereafter. 


- COLORED TEACHERS. 

The colored people have to a large extent been without competent 
teachers of their own race since the school system has been in force. 
The last Legislature inserted a provision in the school law to provide 
well trained colored teachers for tbe colored schools hereafter. Soon 
after this provision was made I issued the following circular : 


DEPARTMENT OF FREE SCHOOLS, 
Stars oF West VIRGINIA, WHEELING, May 1, 1881. 


Drak Sm: At the last session (1881) of the Legislature, the fol- 
lowing provision was incorporated into the school Jaw of the State: 
** And provided further, That the State Superintendent of Free Schools 
shall, if possible, in each year, make arrangements with some suita- 
ble institution of learning in this State for the education and normal 
school training of a number of colored school teachers, in the propor- 
tion to the colored population of the State which the non-paying 
white students in the Normal Schools bear to the white population of 
the State; but the amount to be paid for each of said colored teachers 
shall not exceed the sum herein specified for each non-paying white 
student; and an additional sum to the extent necessary to pay the 
tuition of said colored students, is hereby appropriated, payable out 
of the treasury of the State in each year, as provided for in the next 
section, upon the requisition of the State Superintendent of Free 
Schools.” [See sec. 96, ch. 15, Acts 1881.] 

In accordance with that provision, 1 have made an agreement with 
the authorities of Storer College, located at Harper’s Ferry, Jeffer- 
son county, W. Va., for the tuition of eighteen colored students free 
of cost to the pupil. 
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For the selection of the proper number, and to have regularity in 
the appointments, I have made the following rules: 

The State shall be divided into nine appointment districts as fol- 
lows: : 

Tbe counties of Hancock, Brooke, Ohio, Marshall, Wetzel, Tyler, 
Pleasants, Wood, Ritchie, Doddridge, Marion and Monongalia, shall 
constitute the first appointmont district; the counties of Harrison, 
Taylor, Preston, Tucker, Barbour, Randolph, Upshur, Lewis, Brax- 


ton, Gilmer, Calhoun and Wirt, the second; the counties of Jackson, ` 


Roane, Mason; Putnam, Cabell, Wayne, Lincoln, Logan and Boone, 
the third; the counties of Kanawha and Clay, the fourth; the coun- 


ties of Nicholas, Webster, Pocahontas, Greenbrier, Monroe, Summers, . 


Fayette, Raleigh, Wyoming, McDowell and Mercer, the fifth and 
sixth; the counties of Morgan, Hampshire, Mineral, Hardy, Grant 
and Pendleton, the seventh; and the counties of Jefferson and Berke- 
ley, the eighth and ninth, 

Each appointment district shall'be entitled to two cadets. 

Applications for appointment shall be made to the County Super- 
intendent of the county in which the applicant resides. 

The County Superintendent shall recommend to the State Superin- 
tendent of Free Schools for appointment, such of theapplicants as he 
finds after careful examination, to be of good moral character, and to 
have a fair knowledge of reading, spelling, elementary arithmetic, 
geography and elementary English grammar. Only those who show 
indications of literary industry, good habite, and a bona fide desire to 
become teachers, should be recommended. 

The County Superintendent shall require of each applicant recom- 
mended, to subscribe the following declaration: 

“I, , declare that itis my purpose to become a teacher 
in the colored Free Schools of West Virginia, and do solemnly prom- 
ise, if appointed to the State Department of Storer College, I will on 
completion of the prescribed course of studies, and within two years 
thereafter, spend one year in teaching in said schools, at the usual 
rates of compensation paid in the schools where my services may be 
rendered." a 

Thereupon he shall give such applicant the following certificate : 

“The bearer, —— , having been duly examined, has sus- 
tained a good examination, and being of good moral character, is 
hereby recommended for appointment to receive instruction inthe 
State Department of Storer College, of this State, from —— county 
of —— district, West Virginia." 

As far as practicable, males and females will be selected in equal 
proportion. Male pupils must not be less than fourteen, and the fe- 
males not less than thirteen years of age. ie 

Every recommendation to the State Department of Storer College, 
shall be directed to the State Superintendent, The County Superin- 
tendent making such recommendation, shall at once notify the State 
Superintendent of it, giving name, residence, age, &c., of each per- 
son recommended. Every County Superintendent shall keep a record 
in his office of all recommendations made by him. 

Each applicant shall deliver his or her recommendation and decla- 
ration to the State Superintendent of Free Schools on or before the 
first of October of each year. E 
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From the list of those recommended from each District, the State 
Superintendent shall select the prescribed number entitled to free in- 
struction in Storer College. He shall give each of those selected a 
certificate of his or her appointment. 

When any District shall have failed to make application on or be- 
fore the first duy of October. of any year, fov the full quota of pupils 
assigned to it, in vhe apportionment of tho State Superintendent, the 
Principal of the said school may then, or at any time during the year 
while said failure continues, with the assent of theState Superintend- 
ent, fill up the deficiency by admitting any duly certified applicant 
from the State at large, with the privilege of attending during the 


.8chool year in which they have been admitted. 


The Principal of said school shall, subject to appeal to the State 
Superintendent, have power to vacate any appointment or certificate 
for non-attendance, inaptitude to learn, immorality, or other good 
cause. In case of a certificate being thus vacated, the Principal shall 
notify the State Superintendent of such vacancy, whereupon, if no 
appeal is taken to him within twenty days after.the ‘action of the 
Principal, he may make an appointment to fill the vacancy thus 
created. 

The course of instruction is that prescribed for the State Normal 
Schoo] and its branches as near as may be, and extends over three 
years. The term of school is forty weeks. State pupils will be sub- 
ject to the same rules and discipline as other pupils in said college. 

The State Superintendent will confer upon those who complete the 
Senior Year, and pass an examination upon the studies of the same, 
equal to seventy-five per cent. of the questions asked, a Diploma, 
with the title of Normal Graduate. 

Pupils sball attend all required examinations of the year, and no 
pupil shall be permitted to advance without said examination, and 
who does not attain a standing of seventy-five per cent. of said ex- 
amination. 

These examinations shall be in writing, or partly written and 
partly oral, and shall be conducted by the instructor in charge, under 
the supervision of the Principal. 

Pupils applying for Normal Diplomas, shall be examined two weeks 
before Commencement. 

If for any cause, save incapacity, a pupil may not be able to com- 
lete the course in thé time prescribed, said pupil may be continued 
onger in the studies of that year, at the discretion of the Faculty. 

Past graduates of the State Department, who may desire to con- 
tinue their studies in the Academical or Collegiate Departments of 
said school shall, upon recommendation of the Principal, be allowed 
to do so by appointment of the State Superintendent. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


The outlook of popular education was never brighter in this State. 
The demand for better teachers, the increase of teachors’ salaries 
in many localities, the improvements among the teachers in methods 
of instruction, the increased interest taken by parents, the improved 
buildings, furniture and apparatus now being built and used, and the 
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very general and favorable comment by the pubic press throughout 
the State, are unerring signs of the general advance all along the 
line. Itis true we are very far from the results that we can and 
must attain before the free schools can be, considered universal in 
furnishing equal advantages to all the children of the State. But as 
the march of material development so rapidly going forward now, 
goes on, the means will be at hand to extend the opportunity of edu- 
cation to evey child in the State.

BARBOUR COUNTY—A. B. Moors, Sup't. 


l herewith transmit my report of the condition of the Common 
Schools in the county of Barbour, for the school year ending June 30, 
1881: 

I cannot estimate the correctness from the amount of time and la- 
bor that I have devoted to the same. Owing to the change in the 
law the sheriff did not settle with the boards of education within the 
time specified by law, and some of the secretaries forwarded their re- 
ports before the settlements. I returned some to be re-made, which 
was done, although the secretary of Cove refused to give any further 
information, clairaing that be had made his report and would not 
do anything more; therefore 1 had to gather what knowledge I 
could from the sheriff's books and do the best I could. My report is 
inaccurate in part, from the fact that it is impossible to get correct 
reports from all the secretaries. 

There were eighty-three teachers employed in this county last 
year, most of whom rendered satisfaction. The system is becoming 
more popular from year to year and the opposition dying out. There 
were three select schools taught in the county the past summer, one 
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by Prof. R. F. Kidd at Peel Tree, one by J. S. Cornwell at Philippi, 
and one by myself at Meadowville, all well attended. 


TEACHERS AND GRADES OF THEIR OERTIFCATES. 
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BERKELEY COUNTY—J. P. Srump, Sup't. 


I beg leave to submit my report for the school year ending June 
30,1881. As the Legislature of 1879 virtually abolished the office of 
County Superintendent my report must necessarily be meagre and 
incomplete; and that portion of it concerning the condition of schools 
must, from the very nature of the case, be based upon that evidence 
which isin common law inadmissible, viz: hearsay ev dence. From 
what I have been able to gather I believe the schools of Berkeley 
county are as a general thing in very good condition. No complaints 
have been made to me except those which are chronic, and which so 
long as perfection cannot be attained by the human race, must ever 
exist. If the greatest Teacher who has ever appeared upon earth 
could not satisfy all with whom he came in contactit is scarcely prob- 
able that a poor country school teacher can fill the bill of require- 
menis. It gives me pleasure to note the fact that our school officers 
are being selected from the better portion of our people, the fairly ed- 
ucated and tax-paying citizens. Teachers salaries have been in- 
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creased in several districts, which is one evidence of a healthy con- 
dition of school affuirs. Our teachers for the most part are settled ' 
citizens and do not belong to that roving class who gather little and 
dispense less. One great cause of regret is the negligence upon the 
part of parents in causing their children to be punctual in attend- 
anco, or indeed in many instances to see that they attend at all. It 
seems to me that the law which requires tho teacher to make an av- 
erage of 35 per cent. in order to continue his school should make a 
eorresponding provision requiring parents to send their children to 
school and thus reap the benefits which the school system insures and 
for which it is intended. 

As I have before stated this report is very imperfect, but I hope 
that the beneficial change made in the law during tho last session of 
the Legislature may enable me to make a more satisfactory report at 
the conclusion of the next school year. 


TEACHERS. AND GRADES OF THEIR CERTIFICATES, 


BOONE COUNTY—G. M. BALL, Sup't. 


I herewith submit my second annual report of the condition of the 
schools of Boone county, and in so doing cannot say as much of their 
success as I would like; nevertheless, taking into consideration the 
many discouragements to be overcome by the teachers, they have 
done reasonable service. The inducements to teachers are discour- 
aging. Salaries are very low. I am truly sorry that my report has 
been delayed to this late date, yet, it is on account of the non-coming 
in of the secretaries’ reports. In some districts the secretaries failed 
to make a complete report, yet by reference to my records and the 
reports received, I flatter myself to believe ‘my report is correct. 
This county is divided into five school districts and fifty sub-districts 
for the year covered by this report, and by reference to same it 
will be seen that the schools were run almost four months in each 
sub-district. Our Institute held at Boone C. H., conducted by Prof. 
A. D. Chesterman, promoted great interest among the teachers of the 
county. We feel grateful to our State Superintendent for sending us 
such a worthy gentleman to conduct our Institute for two consecu- 
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tive years. We deem Prof. Chesterman an able educator, and he 
will be long remembered by us all. Some changes in the present 
school law are necessary, I think. There should be invested in the 
power of the board of examiners and county superintendent the fix- 
ing of the salaries of teachers, so there would be uniformity through- 
out the county in regard to teachers’ salaries, and members of the 
board should not be permitted to teach. The county superintendent 
should be required to devote almost his entire time to the schools of 
his county while they are in session. For your kindness to me dur- 
ing our official connections, I tender you my best wishes.

I will report the statistics of Kanawha district from my 
own knowledge of the district and other authentic information I 
have on record, and the financial condition is as good as either one of 
the other districts in the county. The schools are in a very good 
condition, with an increasing interest being manifested by teacher 
and parent.

In rendering my fourth annual report it gives me great pleasure 
to be able to say that our schools for the last year have done good 
work. Although I did not visit the schools, I did my utmost to keep 
'posted in regard to the work in all the schools. And here let me 
state that our schools and patrons are pleased to think that for the 
next two years at least there is a provision for visiting schools by 
the county superintendent. During the year two certificates have 
been revoked and one teacher removed. Our examinations this sum- 
mer have proved that it was an act of wisdom requiring all teachers 
to be examined, as out of nine teachers holding Normal certificates 
only three obtained grade No.1, From what I can learn from the 
people, they would be willing that our law-makers leave the school 
law, as it now stands, for the next ten years—not that improvements 
could not be made, but that in the past it has been changed so often 
that but very few keep posted as to what the real law is. Our 
Institute in June was well attended and our teachers were more ac- 
tive in taking partin the exercises than on any former occasion. Quite 
a number of our best teachers leave the profession this year on ac- 
count of the wages being on a gradual decline in our county for some 
time past. This is but the natural result, and so long as our boards 
of education will do as they have been doing in the past, so long will 
they have to be contented with teachers of but little experience and 
in many instances of poor qualifications. In closing my report I 
beg leave to extend my thanks to your department for the kind and 
prompt responses to calls made on you; and, for our teachers, school 
officers, patrons, and pupils in Brooke county, I wish a pleasant and 
prosperous future.

Suffice 
it to say that the pastor of the church in which we convened, Rev. 
Mr. McClung, the people of the town and vicinity, the choir and each 
one individually, acquitted himself well, insomuch that the subject of 
compulsory atiendance at Institutes was taken up and discussed two 
evenings successively, and such was the good portrayed and discern- 
able that a resolution passed almost unanimously endorsing the act 
of the Legislature in regard to the same. 

I feel confident that our schools this year will be more efficiently 
conducted than in any preceding year.

CALHOUN COUNTY—R. W. HALL, Sup’t. 


I herewith submit my second annual report of the condition of free 
schools in this county, which is as full and correct as I am able to 
make it under existing circumstances. J have delayed my report un- 
lil now waiting for a completion of settlements of the sheriff with 
the county courts and boards of education. Although the sheriff in- 
forms me he has urged the same. yet the settlement ‘remains incom- 
plete, and as there is no prospect of its being finished during my 
term of office, and as my report is now duo, I forward the same, 
hoping it may be received. Since my last report we have made con- 
siderable progress in the cause of education inthis county. Our last 
Institute was largely attended by teacbers, who took a very active part 
in the exercises; also, many of our best and influential citizens at- 
tended and participated, especially in the night sessions. There ap- 
pears to be more zeal in the canse manifested here than it has been 
my pleasure to witness before, and I hope the time is not far distant 
when Calhoun county will be second to none in this respect. I again 
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most urgently and earnestly recommend the adoption of the change 
in the school law to which | alluded in my last report, viz: That our 
schools should be entirely supported by a State levy instead of State 
and district, as at present. Besides being right and just and equal 
to all, it would place the system upon a firm and durable basis. It 
would also enable those living in thinly populated portions of the 
State to have better advantages for educating their children. It 
would thus very greatly aid in settling up those sections of our State, 
and the enemies of the free school system would not then have so 
good a chance of destroying it as they now have in voting against a 
district levy every two years, The longer it is delayed the stronger the 
opposition will grow, and, if not adopted, I fear the free school sys- 
tem, which has done and is doing so much good in West Virginia, 
will be abolished. I hope to see this change in the school law adopt- 
ed. I thank you for the courtesy and kindness you have mani- 
fested toward me, and hope the free schools of West Virginia may 
prosper under your wise superintendence.

I herewith submit my second annual report of the condition of the 
Free Schools of Fayette county. I have labored hard to make, this 
report correct, but cannot say that it is absolutcly so, as tho data for 
making it was not complete in overy particular. 

The educational outlook in tho county is hopeful. Within the last 
year or two the teachers have improved greatly, and a correspond- 
ing improvement is noticeablo in the churacter of tho schools. 

A marked improvement in school-houso architecture is algo notice- 
able. Several new school houses are now under contract, which, 
when completed, will be far ahead of most of the old ones, both in 
appearance and convenience of arrangement. No log houses are 
now being built, and I hope that our Board of Education will hasten 
the time when those old mud-bedaubed relics of by-gone years will 
be replaced by neat and substantial frame houses. 

The great educational drawback in this county, as well as in 
others, seems to be the large por cent. of youths enumerated, whose 
names never appear on the rolls of any of the schools, and the 
equally large por cent. wbo attend school so irregularly that they 
derive but little benofit therefrom. Tho great question for our, 
legislators to consider in the future will be, '** What shall be done to 
secure the benefit of a Free School education to all the youths of the 
Stato ?” 

I do not deem it advisable at this time to suggest any changes in 
the school Jaw, thinking it “ better for us to suffer the ills we now

county. You will find, as usual, some mistakes. It seems difficult to 
get secretaries to make a financial report just as it should be. Aside 
from the general features of this report, I have nothing to add in 
this place. The condition of the finances of this county is not very 
good. Our teachers bave had much trouble in getting their pay, 
which has caused very many to leave the profession. On account of 
the reduction of wages in some of the districts there is likely to be 
a want of teachers the coming year. Our Institute was held in Au- 
gust of the present year at Glenfille, by Mrs. Mary R. McGwigan, 
which was ably conducted, and I think rendered general satisfaction, 
although there were many teachers who failed to attend.

GRANT COUNTY—Wm. M. Davis, Sup’t. 


I have the honor to submit my annual report-of the free schools of 
this county for the year ending June 1, 1881. Our schools have in- 
creased in both numbers and efficiency, and are evidently taking a 
much higher rank in the important work of feducation. The boards 
of education are energetically discharging the duties devolving upon 
them, and deserve-credit for their earnest labors. 

Building new houses, and repairing some very defective ones al- 
ready erected, produce a higher rate of taxation than is desirable, 
but this will soon cease to be a necessity. Generally, there is less 
opposition in our county to the system of free schools than has ever 
been known heretofore. One of our districts has established, by a 
good majority, a six months term, and its moral effect upon the 
others is already perceptible. 

Our Institute work for the past year was pleasantly and faithfully 
performed by Prof. U. S. Fleming, of Fairmont. He has made an ex- 
cellent impression upon our teachers and citizens. It isa matter of 
great regret that 80 few of our teachers are subscribers to and read- 
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ers of educational Journals. We think well directed labor in this di- 
rection will result in great good to the teachers. The restoration of 
visiting the schools by the County Superintendents is an important 
measure, and must contribute to the success of the schools. 

I only repeat the sentiments of all our teachers when I congratu- 
late you in your efforts to perfect our system of public instruction ;

hands" in all attempts to make better the schools, whose good influ- 
once is already potent in the elevation and happiness of our people.

GREENBRIER COUNTY—Tuos. H. Dennis, Sup't. 


I submit my annual report of the condition of the Free Schools of 
Greenbrier county for the year ending June 30, 1881. «I regret that 
I cannot claim for it absolute correctness. The difficulty lies with 
the reports from the district secretaries, and, on this point, I desire 
to repeat and call attention to the suggestion made under this head 
in my last year’s report. ; 

I desire to make a suggestion as to that provision of the law giv- 
ing to the County Board of Examiners the power to excuse teachers 
for non-attendance at the Institute, and excluding from the exami- 
nation all teachers who cannot give a good excuse. It seems to me 
that this provision of the law is unwise and impracticable, and, I 
venture to say, will be enforced in but few counties in the State. I 
find it will be impossible to enforce it in this county—for the present 
year at any rate—without great detriment to our schools. For vari- 
ous reasons—good, bad and indifferent, not a few of our teachers 
failed to attend the Institute held at Lewisburg in July, and com- 
paratively few put in the full five days required by the law. Were 
the Board of Examiners to exclude from the examination all these 
teachers we could not supply our schools, and the people would be 
deprived of the services of some of the best teachers in the county.

I think there should be a compulsory feature of some kind in the 
law on this subject, and I respectfully suggest that.a specific fine for 
each day the teacher shall fail to attend the Institute (the same to be 
deducted from his wages) would secure the attendance of the teach- 
ers, and would relieve the Board of Examiners of great embarrass- 
ment. Under this law the excuses for non-attendance will be as 
various as the hues of the rainbow, and having accepted one the 
difficulty will be to reject another, and vice versa. The law will not 
be enforced, and a law that is not enforced should be repealed. Our 
Institute was, nevertheless, largely attended, and accomplished great 
good.

My report has been delayed on account of the tardiness of some of 
ihe district secretaries in making their reports. Not having visited 
the schools in the county, I am not prepared to make a definite re- 
port of their condition ; but upon diligent inquiry made, I am satis- 
fied that they have been, with one or two exceptions, judiciously 
handled. The unprecedented heavy fall of snow which we had im- 
mediately before Christmas, and the long and extremely cold winter 
and unfavorable spring which followed it, very seriously crippled 
our schools, and materially diminished the attendance, particularly 


those outside of the towns and villages. Potomac and Shepherd dia-' 


tricts having been unavoidably prevented from getting a suitable 
building completed for the purpose of opening a joint graded school 
in Shepherdstown, on the first of January last, as was expected, 
have now ready a commodious building, in which ina few days the 
joint school will be opened, with three teachers, and Rev. J. A. Arm- 
strong, H. C. Entler, Dr. R. M. Marshall and J. Fleming as directors. 
Very commendable progress has been made in this county in provid- 
ing good school houses. In the twenty-six sub-districts into which 
this county is divided, we have twenty-two neat and substantial 
buildings, six of the number suitable for graded schools. We have 
still a few dilapidated school houses, built immediately after the war, 
which in a short time,I have no donbt, will give place to better 
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Structures, Itis a noticeable fact that in districts of our county 
where comfortable school houses have been provided, and liberal 
wages paid for competent teachers, persons formerly opposed to have 
become the warmest friends of the free school system; but in dis- 
tricts where a different policy has prevailed, its former friends have 
become disgusted enemies. Shepherd Normal School for white stu- 
dents, and Storer College for colored, both located in this county, fur- 
nish us with an ample supply of well trained, competent teachers, 
Although the balances to the credit of the several districts at the 
close of the last were not so large as at the close of the previous 
year, yet our financial condition is most satisfactory. The sheriff 
and his deputies have been prompt in their settlement with the 
boards and in paying the teachers. I must take the liberty to sug- 
gest that section 41 be repealed, and that the question as to the num- 
ber of months over four the schools should be continued, be submit- 
ted to a vote of the people at the genoral election in May, every two 
years; also, that the members of the board of examiners be sworn 
to act impartially in the discharge of their duties.

In submitting my final report of the condition of common schoolg 
in this county, I feel proud of the manifest progress exhibited thereby. 
Sixteen years ago it was estimated that three-fourths of the youth of 
this county between the ages of six and twenty-one years could 
neither read nor write; now, the number, having attained the age of 
fifteen that cannot read intelligently and write legibly, is small, while 
many of them have distinguished themselves by becoming prominent 
teachers in different parts of the country. Nor is this all; there is 
scarcely a legitimate profession within the limits of this State that is 
not represented by a teacher or teachers who have grown up under 
the influence of the free school system.

I herewith submit my second annual report, with the same recom- 
mendation to you. I desire to suggest the propriety of increasing the 
State tax to twenty cents on the hundred dollars, and I think we 
ought to have a uniform salary for teachers throughout the county. 
I also suggest the propriety of doing away with our district boards, 
and substituting county boards instead. Then we can allow tbe 
board and secretary a reasonable compensation; and, with less ex- 
pense, have the accounts properly kept. .Our schools are alive but 
our teachers are dead for want of better pay, which you will please 
notice. 
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LOGAN COUNTY—Joun DEMPSEY, Sup't. 


SIR:—I take pleasure in forwarding to you my second annual re- 
port for the scholastic year ending June the 30th, 1881, which under 
every circumstance was as early and as correct as I couid make it. 
The change of the school year in Acts of 1881 has hurried us all to 
keep up with its requirements. The sheriff not having his delin- 
quent list ready at the time specified in the late school law, made only 


' partial settlements with some of the boards, which caused some delay 


and gave me considerable trouble in making my report, but perhaps 
by another year the school officers will be better posted, as I am sat- 
isfied we all aim to do our duty. 

There are in Logan county six districts, seventy-six sub-districts, 
Logan, 18; Chapmansville, 18; Magnolia, 11; Triadelphia, 13; Har- 
ee, 12; Lee, 9 sub-districts.) There arein this county 78 school 

houses, in Logan district, 19; in Chapmansville, 13; in Magnolia, 11; 
in Hardee, 13; in Triadelphia, 18; in Lee, 9 school houses, at an aver- 
age cost of ninety-three dollars and seventy-three cents. Schools 
have been run in this county on an average three months, lacking a 
small fraction. 

Everything is going on quiet in the county this year in regard to 
the free school system. The boards of education have each laid the 
levy for tuition purposes to the extent of the law, that is 50 cente. 
Up to this date we have examined forty-four teachers, and they are 
nearly all teaching. The change in regard to the school year and 
trustees was a good one We bad no trouble to get trustees to act 
this year. The school officers generally seem’to be taking more in- 
terest in the system than common. I hope the time will come soon 
when our free schools will become universal. Then education, with 
religion being the nerve of our nation, will grow strong.

I have spent both time and money to make my annual report & 
correct one, and yet I am aware that it contains some inaccuracies. 
Some of the district secretaries had previously made out their an- f 
nual reports upon the old blank; but, upon the receipt of which, I 
ordered from your office, as you remember,a supply of the new 
blanks, which being placed in the hands of the secretaries, I hoped 
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the necessary corrections would be made, especially as I thought I 
had given all the instruction needed—in some instances making trips 
in person to see the secretaries, at my own expense; with all my 
pains-taking even the revised reports were found to be inaccurate in 
several particulars. I would suggest that the blank annual report of 
the district clerks have the general directions printed thereon, just 
a8 found on the annual report of the county superintendent; fur- 
thermore, if the corresponding columns in each had the same num- 
ber, accompanied by the same specific instruction, I am confident that 
the fifty-four annual reports received by Your Honor would be much 
more correct than they have hitherto been. I would further suggest 
the propriety of a legal provision authorizing the use of the fund ac- 
cruing from examinations for the purpose of defraying the inciden- 
tal expenses of our teachers’ institutes, The newspapers giving 
publicity to these various convocations should be paid for their ser- 
vices, and, besides, they expect it. The questions for public exami- 
nation should be printed, facilitating, as it does, the work of exami- 
nation; the printer expects his pay for this, too. During the pro- 
gress of an association or institute, aside from the ordinary ex- 
penses, à popular lecturer may bo secured, say for an evening enter- 
tainment, the institute proffering to defray his traveling expenses, 
or subsisting him during his brief stay among the teachers. This 
fund placed at the disposal of a live county superintendent and thus 
used, could not fail to be of profit. This fund is thus disposed of in 
our sister State, Ohio. ` 

The two Institutes held in our county were well attended and of 
much profit to those in attendance. The programme of exercises of 
this year was superior to that of last year. Prof. Wade's graduating 
system is looked upon with favor in Mason county ; special legisla- 
tion will be, however, needed to make it operative. Our public 
school system is growing in favor among the people.  Letit continue 
to grow until it is secured to us by a strong and enduring constitu- 
tional provision and not the victim of party legislation. -

The lateness of this, my last annual report, is chargeable to the 
fact that the district secretarios were very slow about getting in their 
reports to me; in fact I did not get the report from Beaver Pond dis- 
trict until a few days ago. I think however, that my report is about 
correct. 

Ihave butlittle to say regarding our schools for the year just 
ended, as tbe law requirding county superintendents to visit schools, 
was repealed previous to my incumbency. 

Thave ascertained, through my communications with’ our district 
secretaries, that our boards of education have been bidding for “cheap 
teachers.” They have reduced salaries in one district to $16.00, in 
another district to $18.00, in two districts to $19.00, and in one dis- 
tricts to $20.00 per month for first grade teachers. Soa large per 
cent of our best teachers are leaving this county and going to other 
parts on account of the extremely low wages at home. Hence it is, 
that the system works bad results. It drives our qualified teachers 
from us, and we must put up with the incompetent ones at home. 

Now a word about our county institute. Our intitute was largely 
attended, and the teachers manifested great interest. lt was the best 
Institute ever held in this county. Professor Young, the conductor, 
is the very man to create enthusiasm and make an institute lively. 
Though probably a good deal of the praise is owing to our legisla- 
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ture for making a “compulsory institute law;” as, of course, when 
the attendance is good there is much more interest, even in the com- 


mon school.

I herewith transmit my first annual report of the work of the free 
schools of Mineral county. Owing to the short time that has elapsed 
since I have been in the office of county superintendent, I cannot 
give an adequate report of the condition of the schools. My prede- 
cessor, James A. Sharpless, who -filled the office with marked ability 
and satisfaction to the people for a number of years, being called to 
other fields of labor, resigned his position June 7, 1881. This ex- 
plains why it devolved upon me to make out the annual report. 

The county institute, held at Piedmont last year by Professor Thos. 
C. Miller, was a decided success. It was well attended by the teach- 
ers of this county avd others. 

The levy for school purposes carries in every district, and there is 
but little war against popular education any more. The only dis- 
trict where the levy receives opposition to any extent, is in Cabin 
Run. Here it was voted down for several years, but has carried the 
last three elections by slight majorities. 

On the whole, the schools are advancing, and improvement is the 
order of the day. `

I submit this as my second and last annual report of the condition 
of schools in Monongalia county. I.flatter myself that it is about as 


* * 
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correct as it could be made from the data furnished by the secretaries. 
Morgan district was but partially reported, and when I called on the 
secretary for a complete report his papers were so scattered and lost 
that it was impossible to do otherwise than take a part of the report 
of last year. 

The forms for making reports are very meagre affairs, it seems to 
me. The number of teachers who are graduates of colleges, normal 
schools or other schools should but cannot be reported with the pres- 
ent forms. The number of pupils studying music, map-drawing, bot- 
any, philosophy, latin, algebra, &., ought also to be reported. 
Many of these studies are pursued in the common schools of this 
county, but the fact must be reported in the very definite column, 
other branches. 

The school law should be changed as little as possible. The sooner 
the school law becomes a fixed law the sooner will our schools receive 
the respect they deserve. However in the main the changes of the 
last session of the Legislature were salutary, yet, I think, the present 
method of grading certificates and length of school month should be 
modified. Certificates should not be graded 1, 2, 3. "There should be 
fractional grades recognized, or better, there should be some fixed 
standard for a first-class certificate anda grade barely passable. Then 
let the per cent. of a man’s certificate be his grade and govern his 
salary. As itis seventy-seven per centis as good as 86 per cent. As 
it would then be quite a difference. The county institute, with its com- 
pulsory attendance should be continued, bat the school month should 
be reduced to twenty days. This would be but a partial compensa- 
tion to those who are compelled to attend these institutes. The time 
a teacher is required io attend the institute should be clearly stated 
in the law. I never could see why national holidays should be com- 
puted as though teaching had gone on. 

Prof. D. B. Purinton made quite a success of our institute. He had 
enrolled 107; last year but 58. "The teachers were a unit for the in- 
stitute as it is and the twenty-day month. 

Our schools are in a healthy condition. J leave the superinten- 
dency in the hands of an earnest and efficient man, Benj. S. Morgan.

The accompanying statistical and financial report is correct, though 
not complete, from the fact that & few items, such as "orders unpaid 
at beginning," and *orders unpaid at the end of school year," are 
necessarily omitted—these items not being reported to me. This is 
my fourth annual report to the state superintendent, of the condition 
of free schools in this county, embracing the last consecutive four 
years, and during the two terms of my superintendency, I have tried 
faithfully to get the necessary data from which to compile as com- 
plete reports as could be obtained; and while I have not fully suc- 
ceeded, I think I have done the best that could be done under the 
circumstances. The county superintendent is mainly dependent for 
the facts and figures embodied in his report, upon the reports made 
to him by the district secretaries, and not until each district is sup- 
plied with a capable and efficient man in this office, can the superin- 
tendent’s report be relied upon as absolutely correct. 

The boards of education generally, it seems, do not realize the im- 
portance of having a man of practical business knowledge and expe- 
rience as secretary. Ifthe candidate for the office is a “clever fel- 
low,” with suitable political affiliations, or related to one or more 
members of the board, no further qualifications are required after, and 
no further excuse is sought, for the sacrifice of a capable and tried 
officer in order to make room for him. "The popular rotation-in-office 
principle may be a good thing in some cases; but in some instances 
it works great mischief, and notably in the case of secretaries. 

I believe the public schools of our county are doing a good work— 
better, I hope, each year, than the year before; yet I am very sensi- 
bly impressed with the fact that they are not doing the work they 
might do. They will not be able to do full work! until the people learn 
how to run them. Not until the people, and especially those who rep- 
resent the people in the different boards of education, learn to set a... 
higher money value upon the services of the teacher, and thus show 
a better appreciation of his work, may we hope for’ much better re- 
sults than now. As a natural result of insufficient pay, the best 
teachers in our county leave the profession of teaching after a few 
years’ trial, for some calling that offers a better reward for the outlay 
of talent and energy required ; and who will blame them?

I have tbe honor to herewith submit my fourth annual report of 
the publie schools of Ohio county for the school year ending June 
30, 1881. 

ln looking back over the work of the past year, I feel highly grat- 
ified with the steady progress of the cause of popular education. So 
far as I have been-able to obtain information, the past year has, in 
the main, been a satisfactory one. Of course there always are some 
croakers, and I presume there always will be. However, the work 
goes steadily on, and each year showsimprovement. The boy or girl 
who can spell well and cipher through Ray's third part is no longer con- 
sidered a prodigy ; on the contrary, the youth in attendance at the 
common schools are passing into higher arithmetic, algebra, physical 
geography, philosophy, physiology, etc. Whether we are not going 
too far, and whether we are not asking too much of teachers, for 
$35.00 a month, I will not now take the time and space to discuss ; 
but the fact that these branches are now taught in the common 
schools to a considerable extent, proves the other fact, that our com- 
mon schools have made and are making rapid progress. Pupils who 
have never attended other than their own. sub-district school will 
now appear before the county board of examiners and obtain a cer- 
tificate to teach of a good grade. / 

As the population of our county increases, we find it necessary to 
make, from iime to time, new sub-districts, build new school houses, 
&nd make additions to old ones. In the village of Triadelphia the 
board of education of the district has established a graded school, a8 
the enrollment has reached one hundred and fifty-nine, and requires 
three and may shortly require four teachers. ' 


REPORTS OF COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. TI 


Our teachers’ institute held at West Liberty at the close, of the 
school year, conducted by Prof. Anderson, was well attended, al- 
though it was held during the busiest season of the year. Forty- 
nine teachers were enrolled, and the session was one of both enjoy- 
ment and profit. I do not think, however, that these institutes are 
of the best class for the teachers of this part of the State. The ses- 
sions are too long and the work becomes irksome and monotonous. I 
would favor shorter and more frequout sessions, and leave the man- 
agement of the institute to the county superintendent and the teach- 
ers themselves. . 

The provision of the school law requiring every teacher to attend 
an instilute, and giving the board of examiners power to excuse, is 
liable to create trouble and dissatisfaction. Every teacher who fails 
to attend institute has an excuse good in his own estimation. If the 
board of examiners fail to accept it, the teacher feels himself ag- 
grieved and blames the board. If the excuse is accepted, and the 
one failing to attend institute comes in competition for à school with 
one who did meet the requirements of the law, the latter feels him- 
self aggrieved (and I think justly) and blames the board of exami- 
ners. Again, if all excuses are accepted, and all are granted an ex- 
amination, but few teachers will go to the trouble and expense of 
attending institutes in the future, 1 think on the whole, however, 
that the school law, as it now stands, will give much more general 
satisfaction than the previous one. One thing the people desire 
above all others, and that is the privilege of electing their trustees 
instead of their being appointed. Rings and cliques would then have 
no chance for displaying their abilities to the detriment of the cause 
of education. »

PLEASANTS COUNTY—J. F. WAYMAN, Supt. 


I have the honor of presenting to you the annual report of Pleas- 
ants county for the year ending June 30, 1881. : R 

As may be seen from tho report, we have six districts, thirty-six 
sub-districts, and employ thirty-seven teachers, twenty-two of whom 
are males and fifteen females. 

We have built one new frame house this year and repaired several 
others. We had six months school in Grant and Union, five months 
in Washington and four months in the others. The total number of 
months taught this year was one hundred and seventy-eight, being 
thirteen more than last year. The total amount paid to teachers this 
year was $5,225.72, being $575.80 more than last year. 

The constant changing of the school law, I think, has been a dam- 
age to our school system, and as it issnow somewhat better than it 
was, I would suggest that it remain as it now is without any material 
change, until it is thoroughly tested. However, I would suggest that 
the secretaries’ annual reports, as now required, be dispensed with, 
and that it be made a part of the duty of each secretary to forward 
to the county superintendent a copy of the annual settlement with 
the sheriff and all the term reports from the teachers. From these 
the county superintendent can make his report with less trouble and 
more accuracy than from the annual reports from most secretaries, and 
at the same time save ten dollars to each district, making an annual 
saving of over three thonsand dollars for the State.

I have delayed my annual report until this time, on account of some 
of the secretaries failing to make their reports as required by law, 
and have not the data now from which to make a complete financial 
report; however, it is as correct as my best efforts can make it from 
the reports sent me. In closing this my report to the state depart- 
ment, itis a pleasure to be able to remark that our schools have im- 
proved greatly in the few past years. More interest is manifested by 
parents than formerly, greater desire for school accommodations, both 
as to ease of access and conveniences of houses. And much of this- 
has been gained by a rigid course of examinations of teachers, raising 
the standard fora first grade to something near what was designed 
by the framers of the law. "This has disappointed some applicants 
but has been of great service to the schools, and should this require- 
ment be pursued in the future, our schools will soon compare favora- 
bly with any in the state or states.

J. S. Rudd, it was very successful, cer- 
tainly the best we have ever had in the county ; nearly all the teachers 
were present and took a great interest in the work. I desire favora- 
bly to mention the names of R. S. Turk and Geo, 'H. Moffett, who at- 
tended the institute, and each delivered very fine lectures before the 
institute. :

RANDOLPH COUNTY—A. F. Witmors, Sup't. 


I have the honor herewith to submit to you the annual report of 
the condition of the free schools of Randolph county for the scholas- 
tic year ending June 30th, 1881. 

The financial part of this report shows that the total receipts for 
all purposes during the year amounted to $9,439.31. The total ex- 
penditures for building purposes amounted to $1,682.28, and for 
teachers, $5,355.52, making the total expenditures for all purposes 
$7,037.80, and leaving a balance to the crsdit of the several districts 
aggregating $2,401.51, $1,570.56 of which belongs to the building fund, 
and $830.95 to the teachers’ fund. The average salary of teachers 
was $22.95. The cost of education per pupil, based on actual attend- 
ance, was $4.00, and the average time taught in each sub-district 3.92 
months; but had the school year continued until the 31st of August, 
as heretofore, the average would have been something over four 
months, as there are several schools still in operation. 

Sixty-two schools have been tanght in the county during the year. 
The attendance will compare favorably with that of any previous 
year. ‘The teachers have labored faithfully and honestly in the per- 
formance of their duties, and the rapid advancement of their pupils 
throughout the county has been the result. Several new school 
houses are in course of erection in the county. Two in Roaring 
Creek district and one in Dry Fork district are nearly completed ; 
and Huttonsville, Middle Fork and Mingo districts are each building 
two. There is no Jonger an existing doubt but what the efficient 
management of our school officers, the zealous labors of our teachers, 
the intelligence and studiousness of our pupils, and the hearty co- 
operation of our patrons, will render the free school system of West 
Virginia eminently successful and make our mountain State compare, 
in point of literature, favorably with any in the Union. 

I believe I bave no changes to suggest in the school law. The 
great fault in our Legislature has been to make too many changes, 
and one of the principal barriers to the practical workings of the 
school law in this State is the multiplicity of changes it has under- 
gone Let us res? until we become acquainted with the one. we now

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TEACHERS AND GRADES OF THEIR CERTIFICATES, 
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RITCHIE COUNTY.—Gzo. W. LoWTHER, Sup't. 


In submitting my fourth and last annual report of the free schools of 
Ritchie county, I am sorry that I am not able to give more satisfac- 
tion in detail of the work done during the past year. But as the 
county superintendent has had very little connection with the school 
for the past two years, it is not expected that he can give a very sat- 
isfactory account of the work. 

In three districts, the schools were kept open four months as 
heretofore, but in Grant district, a term of six months was provided 
according to law. This was certainly a step in the right direction, 
but the work so well began was not properly carried out, the people 
were not favorably impressed, and this year they fall back to a four 
months term. On account of good wages and long terms, there was 
a rush of teachers to this district and unfortunately, the best teachers 
thinking their services would be called for, failed to receive employ- 
ment. Many ofthe schools were taught by young, inexperienced 
teachers, and with such long terms are not satisfactory. During the 
present month (August) an institute was held at Harrisville, with 
an enrollment of'one hundred and four teachers and an average daily 
attendance of ninety seven. Allor nearly all were interested in the 
work and doubtless much good was done. There is more enthusiasm 
among the teachers, and wo expect better work during the year. 

Your attention has already been called to the ghanges most needed 
in the law, by other superintendents and myself in former reports. 
But I will speak again of one in particular—thbat of having a county 
board of education instead of district boards. This would generalize 
the school funds, equalize the taxes, make uniform the teachers’ wa- 
ges throughout the county, and in most cases, insure correct reports, 
all of which are certainly desirable and which can be attained in no 
other way. But our schools need something more than legislation. 
The best law possible can never accomplish the desired results in 
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school work without iutolligent, well educated, thoroughly drilled 
teachers. Itis true that to have all our schools taught by such teachers 

would incur some additional expense, but it should be remembered 
that poor teachers are dear at any price, and that it cannot be called 
| economy, to trifle with, und waste the intellect of the rising genora- 
tion for the sako of a few dollars. We need a more efficient system 
of training schools, at leust we need more teachers who are especially 
trained for their profession. So long asthe majority of our schools 
are taught by boys and girls who are not half taught themselves, our 
grand system of publie instruction will be little elso than a name, I 
have not done all that might have been done for the schools of this 
county during my term of office. But we hope for better supervision 
and more abundant succoss in coming years. I now take my leave 
officially, as an un worthy and to too great an extent an incompetent 
superintendent, but by no means do I bid adieu to the noble cause I 
have so- poorly ropresented during the past four years. I shall be 
ready and willing at all times to co-operate with the friends of edu- 
cation in trying to build up our public schools. 
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I have the honor of submitting to you my second annual report of 
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schools for this county, which, I think, you will find, in the main, 
correct. I think we are still making some progress in educational 
matters The condition of our finances has, I think, improved con- 
siderably within the past year, and is still improving. 

I have been making every reasonable effort, during the past year, 
to increase the efficiency of our schools, to secure better teachers and 
to secure an increase of teacher's salaries, which, together with a 
higher standard of examinations, has, I am glad to say, proved, to 
some extent at least, very successful. 

The new school law meets with the general approbation of the 
people of this county, and will, I think, do much to increase the 
popularity as well as the efficiency of our free schools. There is 
still room, however, for improvement. I think twenty days should 
constitute a school month. I can see no necessity for the approving 
of teachers’ contracts by the boards of education. Neither can I see 
any utility in the monthly reports. The secretaries do not use them 
in making their annual reports. and I cannot see that they are of 
any more use than so much brown paper, unless it be to harrass 
teachers. I like the present form for county superintendents’ re- 
ports, and would suggest that the secretaries’ reports be gotten up 
in the same form and be made to correspond to the same: 

This report closes my labors as superintendent of schoole in this 
county, and although it is with feelings of regret that I sever my 
official connection with the people and the various school officers of 
the county, whom I shall ever hold in grateful remembrance for the 
kindness and courtesy shown me, still I am glad to know that my 
successor, Mr. H. Cofer, into whose hands. the work now falls, is em- 
inently fitted for the position and will spare no effort to advance the 
educational interests of the county, and I hope he may be able un- 
der the present law to accomplish much more good for the educa- 
tional system of our county than I have been able to accomplish 
nn the narrow limits prescribed by the law during my term of 
office. 
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SUMMERS COUNTY.—D. G. LILLY, Sup't. 
s (No Written Report.) b 
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There have been but forty-four teachers examined up to this time 
for the present school year. We employ about seventy teachers in 
this county. There are about twenty-five to be examined yet. The 
blanks furnished the secretary for making annual report have but 
one heading; the heading is “cost of education per pupil" Thero- 
fore I cannot give it under but one heading. 

I have endeavored to make this report as accurate as I could. Two 
of my secretaries sent in very imperfect reports. ~I revised and cor- 
rected them as best I could, after having sent them back for correc- 
tion.

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WRITTEN REPORT. 


“What thy hands find to do, do it with thy might.” The Di- 
vine injunction uttered in the long ago, seems not to be dis- 
regarded by the teachers of our public schools, among whom seems to 


* 
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be a spirit of friendly emulation, each believing he should eat no 
man's bread for naught—is laboring to bring the school under his 
charge to the highest degree of excellence possible, with the facilities 
at hand, of which there isa keenly felt want. Very few of our schools 
are furnished with any apparatus whatever, without which no teacher 
can more successfully perform his duty, than can the warrior without 
arms, As no nation would think of going to war without arming her 
soldiery with allthe munitions of the most modern improvement, 
with which to deal out death and destruction. Much more import- 
ant is it that he to whom is intrusted the preparation of the youth 
tor the various duties of life, be furnished all the necessary appurte- 
nances therefor. We would earnestly urge upon the boards of edu- 
cation of each district, to furnish each school house with all the ne- 
cessary apparatus for the teachers’ duties; which could be done at a 
cost not exceeding fifty dollars to each school, and the benefit result- 
ing to the pupils in one term, would amply repay the outlay. Some 
of the schools however, are supplied, let the rest follow their example. 


INSTITUTES. 


The institute held in our county last June, under the supervision 
of Prof. U. S. Fleming, was in every particular, a success, and the 
benefit resulting from these institutes to the teacher, is becoming 
more perceptible daily. We commend the legislature for the wisdom 
displayed in providing these means of improvement in our state, and 
we hope they will be more liberally supported. 


NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


We hope it may be the pleasure ofthe legislature at its next meet- 
ing to make liberal appropriations for the support of our Normal 
Schools, and thereby give to the teachers of our state the facilities 
for securing that degree of training necessary to make them efficient, 
and to prepare them to elevate the standard of education to & higher 
degree of excellence. 

The schools of Taylor county are in good condition. The teachers 
have labored earnestly and faithfully for the past two' years. 


‘TEACHERS AND GRADES OF THEIR CERTIFICATES, 
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I have the honor to transmit to you my fourth annual report, be- 
lieving it to be very nearly correct. I will say by way of explana- 
tion, however, that the schools are in better working order than the 
report shows, yet they are not advancing as rapidly as I should de- 
sire. The institute, under the management of Prof. Fike, was deci- 
dedly a success. Good and lasting benefits certainly were derived. 
Now compel the parents to send their children to school four months 
out of the year and then all will work better. 


TEACHERS AND GRADES OF THEIR CERTIFICATES, 
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TYLER COUNTY.—A. B. Wirson, Sup. 


The progress of the schools in this county for the past year has 
been fair. The means of obtaining correct information of the stand- 
ing of each school in the county are more limited than they were 
under the Jaw requiring the county superintendent to visit each 
school in his county and note its progress, and more limited than it 
will be under tbe present school law, which makes it the duty of the 
county superintendent to visit each school in his county while it is in 
session and observe its progress and the methods of iustruction em- 
ployed by the teacher. However, 80 far as I have been able to learn, 
the schools generally have been successfully taught. Our institute, 
which was beld at Sistersville, beginning August 1st, and conducted 
by Prof. T. C. Miller, was well attended. A new interest in the sub- 
ject of education seemed to be awakened among the teachers, and all 
went away from the institute with a feeling of better preparation 
for school work, and with higher ideals of the duties devolving upon 
them as teachers. Prof. Wade's graduating system for country 
schools was discussed by the teachers, and an earnest desire mani- 
fested that it might be carried into effect in this county. The fol- 
lowing resolution with regard to the graduating system was adopted 
by the institute : i 

Resolved, That we fully approve of Prof. Wade's graduating sys- 
tem, and will do all in our power to obtain for it a favorable recogni- 
tion in our county. 

Though we are able to. report some progress in this county in 
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school interests, yet the advance is not so marked as could bo desired. 
The prospect, however, is hopeful. The people genorally are becom- 
ing more interested in tho subject of education, and the tenchers are 
being stirred up to more vigorous efforts in their work. One of the 
main difficulties in the way of the progress of the schools is that the 
boards of education in some of the districts of the county have re- 
duced teachers’ wages to so low a rate that those who would make 
teaching a profession are not paid enough to justify thom to qualify 
themselves for the work, and those that are the best prepared will 
be compelled to leave the profession and scek employment in other 
pursuits. Thisisto be regretted. Our best teachers should be en- 
ceuraged to 1emain in tho profession. We need moro good teachers 
—teachers qualified by better educational attainments, by long expe- 
rience and by earnest devotion to their work.

The delay in 
my report was occasioned by the sberiff failing to have the delin- 
quent list approved at the regular term of court in June, and conse- 
quently could not make the required settlements with the district 
boards until the last of August. The blanks I received for the sec- 
retaries’ reports were the old forms, and when I came to make out 
my report [ found them deficient, so that to get my report anything 
like approximating correctness (which I think it is) caused no little 
time and trouble. It is impossible to give the amount of “orders 
unpaid," as there has been an existing indebtedness for several years. 

` As I did not visit the schools last winter, I cannot say much about 

their progress; but I scriously fear they were not what might bave 
been reasonably expected,as the average daily attendance was so 
unusually small. Ithink that when a teacher faila to have the re- 
quired thirty-five per cent., and the trustees dismiss him, the board 
of education ought not be permitted to overrule the action of the 
trustees and say to the teacher, “Go ahead, whether your pupils at- 
tend or not.” Perbaps the severity of the weather, as well as the 
uncomfortable school houses, has something to do with the small at- 
tendance. : 

Our institute was in session four days and a balf—from the 22d to 
the 26th of August last—and was conducted by Prof. J. L. Smith, of 
Summerville. ‘The attendance was good and the exercises practical 
and instructive. <A series of resolutions, concerning certain changes 
in our school law, passed unanimously at tho close of the session and 
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ordered to be published. Having failed of such publication, I will 
insert them in my report: : 

WuEREAS, The school law of West Virginia is silent as to the num- 
ber of hours that should constitute a school day, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this institute, that the legislature 
should enact a law fixing the hour for opening school in the morn- 
ing, and the number and length of recesses, and the hour for closing 
school in the evening. 

WHERZAS, Tho teachers are required, as the law now is, to attend 
the institute without compensation, and as the school month consists 
of twenty-two days, 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this institute that the school 
month should consist of but twenty days. 

Resolved, That the low salaries paid to teachers in most of the 
counties of this State are detrimental to the free school system. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this institute, that the salary of 
a teacher holding a number one certificate should not, in any case, 
be less than twenty-five dollars per month. 

I have learned by observation and experience that the fewer 
changes made in tho school law from time to time the better. How- 
ever, a change in the time for holding the teachers’ institutes is very 
important. The laboring class of teachers (which is nearly all in coun- 
ties like this, where the term of school is short and remuneration 
limited,) cannot attend the institute in May or June, and conse- 
quently must be driven from the field with none to fill their places, 
l would suggest that the time be changed back to July and August, or 
ees time be left to the option of the county superintendent and 
teachers. :

The following is the “ plan of organization and course of study” 
adopted by the board of education of Wheeling, W. Va.: 

1st. Hach election district or part thereof of the district of Wheel- 
ing shall be a sub-district, and each sub-district shall be known by 
the name of its election district, thus: Washington sub-district, Clay 
sub-district, Centre sub-district, Ritchie sub-district, Madison sub- 
district, Union sub-district, Webster sub-district. 

2d. The highest or most advanced department of each of the 
schools shall be called a grammar school and shall receive the name 
of the sub-district in which it is located; thus, Washington gram- 
mar school, Clay grammar school, ete., ete. 

3d. All the subordinate departments in each of: the aforesaid gub- 
district schools sball constitute a primary school, to be known by the 
name of the sub-district, thus: Washington primary school, Clay 
primary school, etc., ete. Hach primary school shall have four divis- 
ions, to be regulated: by the proficiency of the pupils, which shall be 
known as division A, division B, division C, division D; each divis- 
ion may, however, have as many grades or sections as in the opinion 
of the superintendent the circumstances may require; the grades in 
all cases to be regulated hy the proficiency of the pupils in the division. 
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4th. The following branches shall bo taught in the grammar 
schools of the district and established as the grammar school course 
of study: : 
GRAMMAR GRADE—FIRST YEAR, 


First Term—Arithmetic, montal and written; grammar, United 
States history, continued; reading, spelling, writing, declamation and 
composition. ' . 

Second Term—Arithmetic, mental and written; grammar, United 
States history text-book completed, physiology, reading, spelling, 
writing, declamation and composition. 

Third Term—Arithmetic, mental and written; grammar, history 
readings outside of text-books, physiology, reading, spelling, writing, 
composition and declamation. p 


* SECOND YEAR. | 


First TTerm— Written arithmetic, grammar, algebra, physiology, 
reading, spelling, writing, declamation, composition. 

Second Term—Written arithmetic, grammar, algebra, philosophy, 
reading, epelling, writing, declamation, composition. 

Third Term—Written arithmetic, grammar, algebra, philosophy, 
reading, spelling, writing, dcclamation, composition. 


THIRD YEAR. 


First Term—Algebra completed, rhetoric, chemistry, philosophy, 
reading, spelling, writing, declamation, composition. 

Second Term—Rbetoric, chemistry, physical geography, literature 
(Westlake's common school), reading, spelling, writing, declamation, 
composition. ` 

Third Term—Rhetoric, chemistry, literature (Westlake’s common 
school), physieal geography, reading, spelling, writing, declamation 
and com position. 

FOURTH YEAR, 


First Term—Physical geography, literature weekly lessons with- 
out text-book; geometry, reading, spelling, writing, declamation and 
composition. General review. 

Second Term—Physical geography, literature weekly without text- 
book; geometry, science of government, reading, writing, spelling, 
declamation and composition. General review. 

Third Term—Geometry, completion of four books; literature, 
weekly without text-book; reading, writing, spelling, declamation 
and composition. General review. 

In the primary schools the following shall be the course of study 
in the several divisions : 


DIVISION A. ` } 


Reading and Spelling—YVourth reader completed, the pupils to de- 
fine and spell the principal words contained in their reading lessons, 
the uses of the punctuation and rhetorical marks to be learned. 
There shall bo careful drill in accent, emphasis, inflection, articula- 
lion, pitch, tone, movement. "There shall bo at least one lesson per 
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week in reading outside of the text book in such books and papers 
as may be suggested by the board. Daily drills in spelling from 
Watson's speller. 

Writing—Pupils shall be taught to write words and sentences 
neaily and legibly. 

Geography—Pupils shall be taught to answer the loading questions 
in Mitchell's Intermediate geography; exercises on the globe and 
map drawing. : 

General Exercises—The work of this grade shall consist of conver- 
sations on trees, different kinds—fruit, shade, forest; flowers, wild 
and cultivated, a few of the different kinds; grain, the different 
kinds raised in tho vicinity of Wheeling. Gravity, floating and 
sinking of solids; magnetic, electric, capillary attractions. Light- 
ning, the bellows, the common pump, and such other scientific sub- 
jects as may be suggested to the teachers, with such illustrations as 
are practicable. 

Language and Composition—The course in division B, continued. 
The pupil shall also be required to write letters, stories from mem- 
ory, bills, receipts, checks, notes, according to models given by teach- 
ers. Teachers’ guide, “things taught.” Pupils shall also be taught 
to distinguish and define the parts of speech, to distinguish the sub- 
ject and predicate of simple sentences; objects of verbs and preposi- 
tions; the distinction between transitive and intransitive verbs, “Ele- 
mentary Lessons in English” to be used as a text-book. 

Arithmetic—In mental arithmetic pupils shall be taught to analyze 
and solve readily the examples found in the first three sections of the 
Brook’s normal mental arithmetic and other similar examples, and 
in written arithmetic the principles of tho fundamental rules, giving 
especial attention to notation and enumeration; denominate num- 
bers, common and decimal fractions and proportion; practical ques- 
tions in interest and percentage to be taught by the teacher without 
the use of text-book by the pupil. 

Drawing—Exercises in drawing curves of different kinds, circles, 
ovals, ellipse, spiral and scroll. 

History—Biographical lessons from United States history. 

Declamation and recitation every week throughout the year. Se- 
lections to be recited in concert and individually. 

[Remarxs.—All subjects must be kept thoroughly reviewed. 
Throughout all the grades teachers are expected to combine object, 
language and composition lessons so that they may form à harmo- 
nious whole, thereby enabling the pupil to observe, to compare, to 
combine and to express his ideas in a correct and pleasing style. 
They are not expected to do the work of the pupil, but to teach the 
pupil to think for himself.] 


DIVISION B. 


Reading and Spelling—Third reader completed and fourth reader 
commenced; pupils to spell the principal words of the lesson and to 
name and explain the punctuation marks; strict attention to be 
given to accent, emphasis and pronunciation; the meaning of words 
to be learned; pupils to be questioned upon subjects introduced in 
the lessons; to practice reading at sight from such supplementary

reading as may be suggested by the board; daily drill in spelling 
from Watscn’s speller. 

Writing—Pupils shall be taught to write all the letters and to com- 
bine them in the formation of words and sentences. ` 

Geography—Pupils shall be taught to answer all the leading ques- 
tions in Mitchell’s geography, second part. There shall be exercises 
on the globe, showing the form and motions of the earth, the equator, 
meridians, parallels and zones, the general outlines of the continents 
and oceans and their relativo situations; general lessons from maps 
of tbe hemispheres and United States. 

General Exercises— Olject Lessons —'The work in this grade shall 
consist first, of descriptions of animals, plants and minerals; second, 
reproduction of stories; third, description of pictures; fourth, writ- 
ing of letters; fifteen minute conversations on the five senses; on 


domestic and wild animals; different trades and occupations of men; ' 


the seasons and peculiarities of each. Teachers guide * Things 
Taught.” 

Language and Composition—Course in division C continued, the pu- 
pils to be taught to express in their own language, by means of com- 
positions, what they know; material to be the reading and object 
lessons. They shall be given a correct idea of what a sentence is 
and of the difference between a statement, an inquiry and a com- 
mand. They shall bo taught the use of capitals, punctuation marks, 
forming compound from simple sentences, etc. “Elementary Lessons 
in English," by Whitney and Knox, to be used as a text-book. Rec- 
itations of selections suited to this grade. 

Arithmetic—Pupils shall be taught to solve the leading mental ex- 
amples found iu “Brook’s normal primary,” and other similar exam- 
ples, and in written arithmetie, integera, notation and numeration, 
addition, subtraction, simple examples in multiplication and division, 
decimals, relation of tenths, hundreds and thousands to units; nota- 
tion, numeration, addition and subtraction of decimals; United 
States currency; the units, with their relations to each otber, nota- 
tion, numeration, addition and subtraction of the same. Practical 
questions by the teacher. Lessons on inch, foot, yard, gill, pint, 
quart and gallon, with visible illustrations. 

Drawing—Pupils drawing on. siate and blackboard, teachers on 
blackboards, figures composed of squares, rectangles, parallelograms 
and such other figures as may be suggested to the teachers. 

Declamation every week throughout the year. 

[ REMARKS.—A]l subjects to be kept thoroughly reviewed. The pu- 
pils should be required to give an oral abstract of their reading lessons 
and the subjects in written arithmetie to a large extent shall be 
taught by the teachers without the use of a text-book by the pupils.] 


DIVISION €, ° 


Reading and Spelling—Third reader; as the pupils become able to 
practice reading at sight, from such books, magazines and papers 
suitable for supplementary reading, as may be suggested by the 
board; the pupils to define and spell the different words found in 
their reading lessons and to give the names and uses of the punctua- 

tion marks; daily drill in spelling from Watson’s primary speller. 
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Writing—Primary writing books; pupils will also use lead pencil 
and paper; daily drill. 

Geography— Oral; city, county and state; pupils to be taught the 
use of the map of West Virginia, tho idea of the situation of places 
relative to each other, and to the points of the compass. 

General Exercises—Object lessons; the exercises of division D reo- 
peated, with fuller and more complete description of objects; subject 
matter And teachers’ guide tho sume; fifteen miuuto vonvorsations 
on fruits and flowers, color in connection with the two; the human 
body and its different members, such as head, face, skull, trunk, arm, 
hand, etc. 


Language and Composition—Course for division D continued, and as 
the pupils acquire facility in writing to give short descriptions of 
things, places, events and persons; material to bo the objoct and 
reading lessons; pupils also to be tauglit tho use of capitals at the 
beginning of proper names and tl first words of sontences, the pro- 
noun I as a capital letter, the proper uso of @ and an and this and 
that, with singular and plural forms; mispronunciation of words 
and errors of syntax to be carefully corrected by tho teacher; indi- 
vidual recitations to be practiced so far as possible; recitations of poe- 
try suited to this grade. 

Arithmetic—Pupils sball be taught the addition, subtraction, multi- 
plication and division tables; to solve plain montal examples involv- 
ing a knowledge of theso tables; to write upon the slate and black- 
board the Arabic charactors or figures, and all tbe numbors from one 
to one thousand; the United States coins as high as ono dollar; the 
idea of two halves, one-half, three-thirds, two-thirds, one-third, four- 
fourths, three-fourths, two-fourtha, one-fourth to be developed; the 
significance of inch, foot, yard to bo loarned. It shall be tho aim of 
the teacher to lead the pupils to acquire tho greatest possible accu- 
racy and.facility in the operations of this course. 

Drawing— Pupils draw on the slate and blackboard, teachers on 
blackboard, first, straight and curved lines and thoir combinations; 
second, copying easy figures from the blackboard. 

[RemanKs,—In this as in the preceding grado it shall bo the aim 
of the teacher to form habits of attention and careful observation ; 
to use the blackbourd, and to mako the object lessons as interesting 
as possible. All subjects to be thoroughly roviowed.] 


DIVISION D, 


Reading and Spelling—Primer, first and second readers. The pu- 
pils to spell the words contained in their reading lessons ; to give tho 
elemontary sounds of the languago; to number their lessons by the 
Roman humerals, and tho pages of their books by the figures; to 
give the names of the days and tho months of the yoar. 

Writing—Systematic drill on a few of the simpler elements and 
letters on blackboard and slate from copies mado by teacher on black- 
board. 

Ws Geography—Oral instruction, city and county. 
E General Exercises—Object lessons, toachers’ guide, book entitled 
“Things Taught." Fifteen minute daily conversations about the chìil- 
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dren’s playthings, different objects in the school room, what they can 
seo, lear, tuste, smell, fecl, do; neatness of person, order, cbeorfulnosa, 
duties of a child to bis parents, etc.; colors, red, yellow and blue; 
learn to tell timo on tho clock. 

Language and Cumposition—Tho pupils to be taugbt to express in 
their own language what they know, material to bo tho reading and 
object lessons ; mispronunciation of words and errors of syntax to 
be carefully corrected by teachers; individual recitation to bo prac- 
ticed as fur as possible; recitation of pootry suited to tbis grado. 

Arithmetic—Simple oxercises in addition and subtraction; jllustra- 
tion by means of objects. . 

Drawing—Pupils draw on the slato and the blackboard, teachers on 
blackboard, borizontal, vertical, oblique and parallel lines, acute an- 
gles and triangles. : 

[RemarKs.—Tbis is the grado for oral and blackboard instruction, 
and tbe teacher is expected to use the blackboard and such charte for 
teaching object lessons as aro suggested by the board. All objects to 
be thoroughly reviewed.] 

No person shall bo employed to teach in any school of this district 
who shall not first have obtained from the examining committee a 
certificate of qualification for the division in which said person in- 
tends to teach. Teachers for division D, primary school, shall sus: 
tain an examination in the common English branches, viz: Orthog- 
raphy, reading, penmanship, arithmetic, English grammar and geog- 
rapby. For divisions C and B, in United States history, in addition 
to the common Eoglish. For division A, in both United States His- 
tory and anatomy and physiology, in addition to the common English 
course. Teachers in the grammar schools shall undergo an examina- 
tion in all the branches of studies named for said schools. *
